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Getting  Ready 


June  7,  1977  was  in  important  day 
for  Cleveland  Technical  College  and 
for  the  students  it  serves.  On  that 
day  Cleveland  County  voters  ap- 
proved a  five  million  dollar  bond 
referendum  which  provided  for  the 
two  most  recent  phases  of  our  long 
range  development  plans.  Phase 
one,  our  two  existing  classroom 
buildings  and  shop  areas,  was  com- 
pleted in  1974.

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Learning  Opportunities 
At  Local  Prison  Unit 


Again  this  year  Cleveland  Tech  is 
proud  to  offer  learning  oppor- 
tunities for  inmates  at  the  local 
prison  unit.  This  is  a  program  that 
was  begun  in  May  of  1978,  funded  by 
CETA  and  organized  by  the  North 
Carolina  Board  of  Corrections. 

The  vocational  skills  taught  include 
electrical  installation  and  main- 
tenance, carpentry,  plumbing, 
welding  and  food  service 
preparation. 


To  enroll  in  this  program,  a  prisoner 
must  have  fewer  than  two  years  left 
to  serve  without  major  infractions.  A 
popular  feature  of  the  program  is 
the  opportunity  it  gives  the  student 
to  reduce  his  prison  term.  The  Con- 
ditional Inmate  Contract  guaran- 
tees graduates  of  the  program 
transferral  from  the  Cleveland 
County  unit  to  a  prison  where  he 
will  be  provided  an  outside  job  and 
opportunity  for  work  release.
